Grammar Are 'Musts' 


There is a man down at Southern 


Methodist university by the name 
of 13. L. Callihan, and Mr; Callihan, 
head of the department of journal- 
ism, is writing a book which must 
be .giving the educational world a 
bit of anxiety. 


Mr. Callihan's book is going to 


tell college students how.to learn 


. spelling and .grammar,
